FORMALLY BLESSED. 


THE NEW ACADEMY OF TAE 
SACRED HEART. 


What the Institution Is and How 
Auspiciously It Was Opened 
Yesterday — Address by Rev. 
Father Hartnett — Other Re- 
ligious Exercises. 


Since last fall an enterprise of mo- 
ment to the city has quietly been in 
course of preparation, and yesterday 
the new convent of the Sisters of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary was 
formally blessed, with interesting ex- 
ercises. 
~ The convent, or academy, is located 
at Pico Heights, west of the city, the 
site being notable for its commanding 
position and the magnificent outlook 
upon the mountains and the valley 
that stretches toward Santa Monica. 

The convent tract embraces six 
acres of land, and the buildings have 
been erected at a cost of $48,000. The 
site brings the expenditure up to 
‘about seventy-five thousand dollars. 
The main building is three stories in 
height,and is a handsome structure. 
It was designed by Frank J. Capitain, 
architect, and built by Contractors 8. 
Grant and Dominick elch, the Jatter 
doing the brick and stone work. Upon 
the first floor are the chapel, parlors, 
music-rooms, refectory and kitchen; 
on the second floor are the classrooms, 
library and Sisters’ dormitory; on the 
third floor are the dormitories for the 

upils—large, well lighted and venti- 


ated. 
The building has a frontage of 73 
feet toward Pico street, and is 84 feet 


in depth. It is designed to accommo- 
date 100 pupils. 

The institution is under the immedi- 
ate charge of six Sisters of the order, 
with Mother Cremadell at their head, 
and a complement of teachers. It is 
similar in its nature to other acade- 
mies of the Sisters, and is designed for 
the Christian education of young 
ladies. There are already 37 42 
ladies in attendance at the sch 
* presented. a lovely appearance

The formal — 1 or dedication of 
the convent was conducted by Bishop 
Mora, assisted by Bishop Eugene 
O'Connell, Fathers Hartnett and 
Adam and other clergy.

their work has been pringipally confined to 
the parochial institutions; now their s 
of usefulness is 80 extended as to embrace 
the conducting of an academy wherein 
oung ladies may finish their education and 
be fi fitted for the entire fulfillmert of their 
duties, no matter what position in society 
they may hold. The achievement of the 
success which this day marks for the Sis- 
terhood, is due in no small degree to their 
prudent zeal, their untiring efforts in the 
cause of education, and the unanimity 
which has characterized their every effort. 
Circumstances have so changed since the 
good Superioress who presides over this 
institution set foot on California, that one 
shouid not be surprised to see the mission 
of the order brought to a close. But 
what do we find today? Instead of hearing 
the knell of the order sounded, we hear 
joyous notes which unequivocally proclaim 
that the order has not passed to its reward, 
but rather, having entered new espousals, 
has given birth to an institution which will 
bring abundant blessings, both to those who 
now exist and to those whose existence is 
as yet buta mere possibility. I need not 
review the labors of the good Sisters in or- 
der that you may appreciate their efforts, 
It sufficeth to say that they conduct an 
orphanage without material aid from the 
community in which they live, parochial 
institutions without imposing burdens on 
the poor, boarding-schools without ostenta- 
tion, but, nevertheless, sufficient to impart 
such an education as will enable a young 
lady to go through life with éclat, impress- 
ing others with the conviction that her edu- 
cation, so far from being neglected, is truly 
solid and Christian. 

1 need not tell you who are here as- 
sembled what a good education means. 
You know weil that an adaptability for the 
fripperies of fashion does not render a 
young lady educa You know that an 
eagle eye for the latest novel and an almost 
insatiable desire for a knowledge of its 
contents are not by any means indications 
of an educated mind. You know that an 
affectation of superior mental ability and of 
a knowledge of everything knowable, so 
far from betokening # @ood 2ducation, is 
rather evidence of a pride which darkens 
the intellect and of an ignorance which 
—— to excess. Affectation without knowl- 

and knowledge without humility are 
ro 2 sisters. Both are deformed and deserve 
alike tue commiseration of every well-in- 
formed man. There is no one who is ed- 
ucated and con zequently observant who 
esnnot easily distinguish between education 
and affectation, learning and ignorance. 
Those, therefore, who wish to be esteemed 
educated, but are not so in reality, must be 
souner or later disappointed in their hopes. 

We all admire education, no matter what 
the subject be in which it is met with. We 
do not all, however, know how to discern 


between education and knowledge. Aman 


may possess mental attainments in an emi- 
nent degree and yet not be an educated 
man. A man may be a Demosthenes in 
eloquence, a Plato or Aristotle in philoso- 
phy, a Copernicus or Galileo in astronomy— 
in a word, may be an encyclopedist, and 
nevertheless not be an educated man, In 
order that a good education be imparted to 
any one it is necessary that not only the 
intellect be perfected, but likewise the 
moral being, which with the intellectual 
constitutes man what he is. An education 
which reaches only one-half of man is end 
half an education, Itis like a tower whic 

is not perpendicular, and the center of 
gravity will, it its erection be continued, 
sooner or later fall without the base, thus 
its collapse. 

The intellect may be developed, and the 
moral being neglected or vice versa. Lu 
either case an education is uot imparted. 
You may crowd a man’s memory with facts 
and dates, and leave him almost a nonentity 
as far as morality is concerned. Nor is he 
thus fitted for the prones discharge of his 
duties as a member of society. Take those 
who cause most damage to the social body; 
are they theilliterate? No. They are those 
whose intellect bas been developed, but 
whose heart or moral entity has been 
dwarfed. By whom are the trusts and the 
various — which oppress the 

r formed? Is it by illiterate men? No. 

y whom are individuals and the State de- 
frauded of thousands gnd millions? By 
the illiteraté? No. By whom are theories 
propagated, which, if t into practice, 
would shake the social fabric to its founda- 
tions? Your only answer can be, by those 
whose moral entity ts at zero, while their 
intellectual stands high in the social ther- 
moweter. 


On the other hand the moral being in 
man may receive its due portion of atten- 


tion and the 


intellectual be neglected, 
Here again is a defect the nal of which 
is necessary if education truly so called 
would be imparted. Many are . Fi ig- 
nore the fact thatthe moral being in man 
can be developed and the n being 
neglected. But if we penetrate the true 
inwardness of scrupulosity, its mainspring 
will be found in a want of proper intellec- 
tual development, This not — 4 
leads to insanity, and consequeptly 
disastrous in lis results. 
What 1 nave said is, I think, sufficient to 
convey to you an idea of what is meant by 
lon in the true sense of the term. 
What I have said is likewise sufficient to 
give you an idea of the qualifications ré- 
quired- in a teacher in order to im 
an education properly so-called. 
teacher, in order to impart an educa- 
tion, ought to be educated in the true sense 
of the word. Consequently a teacher well- 
informed in the secular sciences, but below 
par in morality, is not qualified to give an 
education. On the other hand, a teacher be- 
low par in the secular sciences, but well- 
informed in the science of the saints, is un- 
fitto educate others. Secular knowl 
and morality must be combined in order 
render the educator competent, For now 


can he who does not possess 0 0 im- 


part what he does not how 
can he who ignores, if he does not * 
despise, God's law for himself inculcate ita 
due observance by others? 

The great fault that the Catholic Church 
finds with the so-called educational system 
of this country is that it ignores the * 
entity, and does nosbing, cons — 
its development. The church desires that 
the development of the head and heart go 
hand in hand, and where the one is prose- 
cuted to the 1 ot the other, here the 
church of God cries a halt. 

Within the walls which now inclose you 
there is no danger that the voice of the 
church will be heard te a good sis- 
ters to stop their work. hile they are 
doubtless competent to draw f 
e-ducere—the moral being in youth, they 
are no less competent to draw forth the 
intellectual, and thus fit young ladies for 
the proper discharge of their duties as mem- 
bers of society. That the due accomplish- 
ment of the work which the Sisters of the 
Immaculate Heart propose, and for which 
this institution, beautiful in all its 
important no one will deny. Indee 
power which the Christian mother wields 
be duly considered, it cannot be deni 
that the proper develo — intellec 
and moral, of young ladies is a matter of 
the greatest moment. Who, after God, 
rules the destinies of nations but 
statesmen? And who molds the statesmen? 
Whose impress is upon him? The im- 
press of a mother. Find an intellectual 
and a moral man aad for the most part you 
can conclude as to the probity of her who 
gave him birth. More than this, you can con- 
clude that he received his education in a 
Christian home, and that his development 

was not neglected in his maturer years, 
The well-being of society, therefore, de- 
mands that the young ady—the future 
mother—be competent to mold her child 
so that he may grow up truly educated—an 
honor to friends and acquaintances and a 
boon to society. Morality and intelectuality 
combined form the greatest barrier of one, 
and the total, or almost total neglect of the 
other, reminds one of the process of inocu- 
lation by which are sown the ge ofa 
disease which, in due course of time, must 
prove fatal. 

We, then, who aro here assembled, real- 
izing the importance of the work which you 

n today in a more elaborate style, as it 
were, than heretofore, bid you God s 
and sincerely hope that it may be pleasing 
to Our Heavenly Father to spare you all for 
many a year to continue in your new home

‘CONCERNING “ORGANS.” 


A local journal, to wit, Mr. Water- 
man’s personal organ, the Los Angeles 
Tribune, which appears latterly to be 
much “rattled,” though still posing 
and pretentious, emits a labored edi- 


gan’’ and its alleged mission. ; 

We desire to say somethiag on the 
subject of party organs; and. with the 
permission of the Chair, will now pro- 
ject our perpendicular and pointed re- 
marks upon the populace. 

The local publication mentioned, 
which eagerly aspires.to become an 
accepted organ, appearing to be in 
doubt itself as to just how it stands, 
ostentatiously “restates its position“ 
once more. 

That position we regard as unten- 
able. | 

Pursuing the unmasked ignis fatuus 
of still hoping to force recognition for 
itself as a party “organ,” the Tribune 
flounders through a mass of illogical 
verbiage, about as pertinent to the 
journalism of today as the discussion 
of infant baptism, the Virginia and 
Kentucky resolutions of 1798, or the 
Schleswig-Holstein question. 

The truth is, the party organ went 
out years ago as a factor in politics 
and journalism. The “organ” be- 
longed. to the era of the one-man 
power in politics; it was the incipient 
political boss. 

At this day, the editor of the public 
journal, which aspires to be an organ, 
is generally of the back-number“ 
species. For a local publication to 
attempt to constitute iteelf an organ 
of the Republican party is assumption 
aud arrogance, not to say impudence of 
the most offensive sort. It is ar- 
rogance which is not and will not be 
tolerated by the Republican party, 
composed as it is of intelligent, think- 
ing, and, above all, of independent 
citizens, who can neither be led nor 
driven. 

Amateurs in journalism and back 
numbers” in politics do not seem to 
understand this fact. They are not up 
to the times—especially if capitalized. 


In this blessed day and generation it 
is a fortunate circumstance for correct 
politics, for good government, for the 
country, that there exist few or no 
generally-accepted party organs 
—speaking -in the strict sense—any- 
where. How many of the great repre- 
sentative journals of the country are 
recognized as distinctively party or- 
gans? Figure on your fingers and let 
us have the result of the count. 

What would be said of a single in- 


dividual, no matter how able or meri- | they 


torious, who should undertake to set 
himself up as the especial representa- 
tive, the organ” of his party in na- 
tion, State, district, county or city— 
saying to all others of his party: I 
am. (politically) holier than thou; stand 
back and r ze me as the ‘organ’ 
ofthe party”?:. He would be speedily 
scoffed at and hustled to the rear, not 
to gay sst down upon’’ by bis feliows. 


urn 

The truth is, when the people want 
an organ, whether personal or jourhal- 
istic, they issue a call for the object to 
dome to the front. In the case of 
newspapers, few are called and still 
fewer get elected. This is as it should 
be. The field is large and there are 
maby workers in it. Let the people 
employ whom or what they will. It is 
for them to choose; they are the judges. 


How can party journals be invested 
with the authority and the attributes 
of organs“??? Not by self-constituted 
party leaders, or self-made party bosses, 
for these have no such right or power. 
Not by party conventions or commit- 
tees, for these bodies de not work 
things in that way. Not by the mass 
of the party iu any given locality, for 
they never have agreed, and never can 
agree, upon such a proposition. In 
fact, party organs are not invested at 
all with general or undisputed auihor- 
ity as such; they cannot, in the nature 
of things, be so invested, and, there- 
fore, there are no party organs“ en- 
titled to pose in that role to the exclu- 
sion of their contemporaries. 


The broader sentiment, the better 
condition of things in this regard is 
that public journals are to be treated, 
respected, measured, patronized on 
the basis of what they do and what 
they contain, rather than for what they 
pretend or profess. In other words, 
each journal isto be judged for itself 
by its readers upon the merits, without 
reference to its own political pre- 
tensions or party claims. There is, we 
are aware, a classical saying to the 
effect that “he who bloweth not his 
own horn, the same shall not be 
blown”; yet the reliability of the 
journalistic blast cannot always be 
depended upon, as we have had fre- 
quent evidence in Los Angeles. 

In proportion as a public journal is 
valuable as a newspaper, faithful to 
principle, devoted to the public wel- 
fare, fearless and free, and, above all, 
honest in intention, it will be re- 
spected, patronized, and gain infiu- 
ence and power; and in proportion as 
it exhibits the opposite of these qual- 
ities and attributes, it will be con- 


patronage, limited influence and less 
power. 

We hold that the best journalism for 
strengthening the Republican organ- 
ization is that which coéperates heartily 
und yet independently with its truest 
aud best members (who compose the 
mass of the party) in securing good 
nominations, avoiding breakers, and 
choosing only correct lines of action. 


What is an “organ”? Something to 
be played upon!—an instrument that 
too often puts forth political tones to 
order. not inspired by living and en- 
during principle, but dictated by the 
temporary expedients of the hour; by 
the exigencies of mere narrow parti- 
sanism, as contradistinguishea from 
broad statesmanship; by the demands 
of a few weak and selfish men setting 
themselves up as leaders“ and enter- 
ing the office of the organ by way of 
the back stairs to give instructions to 
the able editor—leaders whose aims are

the party as a whole. 


The readers of a public journal look 


to it for the news of the day, for facts, | 
for pertinent discussions of men and 


measures, for timely criticisms of as- 

pirants for public favor; for honest 
and, as far as possible, correct judg- 

ments in regard to men and things. If 
the conductors of the journal be wise, 

bold, independent, fair, and animated 

by good motives, they will influence 
their constituency; if they be the oppo- 

site. they will fail to impress their read- 
ers.

KEEFER & OO. SYSTEMATIC. 
ALLY BURGLARIZED, 


anaron, a Well-known Barber 
ext Door, the Thief—How the 
heme Was Worked — Over 
2000 Worth of the Stolen Goods 
covered by the Police—The 
otal Loss $5000—How It Was 
scovered. 


The police department did a good 
piete of work yesterday, not only solv- 
ing the mystery which bas surrounded 
a number of robberies, but capturing 
the thieves, and recovering something 
over two thousand dollars’ worth of 
the stolen property. For some months 
past J. H. Keefer & Co., the wholesale 
liquor firm, has been missing articles 
from stock. Sometimes a case of 
champagne would mysteriously dis- 
appear, then a package of fine whisky 
or brandy, and then from one to balf a 
dozen boxes of fine cigars would fail 
to materialize in the morning, although 
they were known to be on the shelves 


in the evening when the store was 


closed. There was absolutely no trace 


of the thieves, nor were there 
any signs that any of the 
doors or windows had n 


bee 
tampered with. Thestore of Keefer 
is on Main street, in the Abbott build- 
ing; adjoining the Pico House, the next 
lace north being a barber p kept 
Frenchman named H. Chanaron, 
and has a back entrance on Sanchez 
street, which adjoins Chinatown, and 
it Was supposed by the Messrs. Keefer 
that the goods had been stolen by Chi- 
namen or hoodlums getting in the back 
way when the employés were in the

been living high, and on —— the 
house a fine assortment of wines, 
dies, whiskies, liquors, cordials, etc., 
were found, all of the most expensive 
brands, and all bearing Keef- 
er's labels. Besides these se€v- 
eral thousand expengive cigars were 
found, showing that-the selections had 
been 1 made. The Chief was 
notified of the find, and the patrol 
wagon was sent to bring in the goods 
which were taken to the station, an 
filled two cells, The wagon had to 
make three trips, und the total value 
of the property recovered is put at 
two thousand dollars, besides which 
the evidence of the empty bottles 
showed that at least that much more 
had been disposed of. The detectives 
were busy on the case all during the 
afternoon, and discovered one place 
on Kabrts street, just off San Fer- 
nando, where Chanaron had disposed 
of 3000 cigars, and it is believed that 
other places will be found in the course 
of a day or two. Altogether, it is one 
of the bi t burglaries of the kind 
in the history of the country, and 
Chief Glass deserves great credit for 
the prompt manner in which he took 
hold of the case, gave it his personal 
attention and worked it out. 

The discoveries yesterday placed 
Chanaron’s guilt beyond any question, 
and reveal his entire plan of operation. 
Being in business adjoining, and the 
members of the firm and employés of 
the house patronizing him, he was the 
last person in the world that the 
would suspect of robbing them. Bot 
places use the rear hall to get to the 
water closets, and the boiler and 
‘furnace for Chanaron’s bathroom are 
in this place. Besides this, he hung 
his soiled towels in his portion of the 
ball, so that his frequent visits to the 
place attracted no attention. The 
trap door leading into the cellar was 
apparently securely screwed down, but 
the screw-driver found shows how this 
little obstacle was overcome. After 
the liquor house closed for the night, 
or before it opened in the 
morning, Chanaron would go 
to his shop, open up, leave his bar- 
ber in front, and go into the 
hallway, when he would take out the 
screws, raise the door, go down into 
the cellar and come up inte the store. 
He would then leisurely select what he 
wanted from the stock, taking a box or 
two of cigars and a bottle or two of 
liquor, but not enough to attract spe- 
cial attention, carry them back to the 
door, open it by pushing back the bolts, 
carry his plunder into his private 
locker, the door of which was con- 
cealed by an old sign carelessly placed

BROORLXN (N. T.), March 23.—Rev.
